Gay I received a circular extoll- 
ts of kosher lard, that is, lard 
from cotton oil. And now the only th.ng 
lett for the ingenuity of the American inventor 
to discover some process by which bacon and 
ham can be rendered kosher enough to meet 

with the approval of Rabbi Joseph himself.“ 

To the Christian reader this probably has 
little s'gnificance, but it means a great deal 
to the Jew. For many generations the Jew- 
ish housewife has been beset with vexations 
and difficulties from which her Christian sis- 
ter was altogether free The Mosaic laws, 
with their minute regulations concerning 
both the preparation and serving of food, 

red herin many res and made 
for much labor that would, without 
their interference, have been unnecessary. 
Ot course, every body knows that pork 
does notenter into the Jewish house, but 
further than that the knowledge of only the 
minority outside the faith extends. Chapter 
xi. of Leviticus contains a bewildering list 
of animals, fowl and fish that were declared 
unclean, but the restrictions that appear in 
the Bible were of little moment compared 
with the many that were added afterward 
by the rabbis or wise men, so that now the 
orthodox Jewess stands in continual fear of 
transgressing some of the regulations of 
the household as they are laid down by 
Rabbi Joseph and his kind. 

The ban against the hog was pronounced 
in the sentence that forbade the eating of 
any animal that did not divide its hoof, and 
also chew its cud. This, of course, ruled 
against the fatof the hog also, and never 
has lard been used by any Jew who at all 
respected the tenets of his faith. In fact, 
many Jews who have departed from the 


| ways of their fathers and who have thrown 


aside the traditions of their religion would 
not use lard under any circumstances, and it 
is undoubtedly true that while originally the 
flesh and fat of the hog were considered no 
worse than those of any other of the forbid- 
den animals, they became many centuries 


ago the most sinful of all in the eyes of. 


Israelites, and no more severe persecution 
was ever attempted by their enemies than 
when’ they forced the obnoxious food down 
their abhorrent throats. The New England 
wife who has made her toothsome dough- 
nuts and flaky pie-crust with the aid of lard 
will no doubt wonder how any cook could 
ever getalong without it; but the Jewish 
cook had to stand even greater privatio ns. 
In making doughnuts and pie~<rust she 
could use butter, provided, however, that 
these dainties were not eaten with any 
other dishes that contained meat or its 
lucts. The rabbis have interpreted the 
osaic laws to mean that flesh and milk 
must not be eaten at the same time, and the 
orthodox Jew will not eatthem within an 
hour of each other. As butter is the prod- 
uct of milk, piecrust containing butter 
could not, of course, be served atany mea) 
in which meat was also a part. In fry- 
ing meats their regulation prevented the 
cook from using butter or lard, and left her 
the choice between vegetable oils and beef 
fat. a — 

Even in regard to these there were some 
restrictions. All beef fat is not kosher, or 
clean. All chalef, that is tallow, is not 
kosher. Chalef includes the fat around the 
intestines and kidneys. Miker, the fat be- 
tween the intestines, is kosher, and this is 
what the strict Jewish cook has used mainly 
as long as there is any record. In European 
countries, where the Jews still live together 
for the most partin certain quarters of the 
cities, towns and villages, no other grease 
is used than the beef fat and goose grease. 
Polish Jews are especially addicted to the 
use of goose grease, which is very fine and 
much more expensive than lard. German 
Jews use beef fat more. 

In either case the cook tries out all the 
fatshe uses herself, and is thus doubly 
sure thatitis kosher. In fact, unless the 
assurancecan be given that it has been 
tried out in kosher vessels, and that it has 
not come in contact with foreign substances, 
it would be just as unclean as the hog itself. 
Of course, the trying out of the fat means a 
great deal of extra labor, and, what with 
keeping two setsof dishes, one for milk and 
one for meat, which were never allowed to 
touch each other, and observing all the oth- 
er regulations, the Jewish housewife has 
nearly twice as much work as any other. In 
this country and some of thesouthern coun- 
tries of Europe olive oil was used instead of 
fat, but not every body cares to have meals 
prepared in oil, and the use of it was con- 
fined within narrow limits. 

The words of the editor of the Hebrew 
Journal will bring joy to the hearts of all 
Jewish cooks. They mean that one of their 
most vexatious trials in the past can now 
be obviated.

Williams or H. Springmeyer can 
act on the Board of Reclamation. 
Article 4, Section 8, of the consti- 
tution says: 


No Senator or Member of the As- 
sembly sball, during the term for 
which be shall bave been elected, nor 
for one year thereafier, be appointed 
to any civil office of protit under this 
State which sball have been created, 
or the emolaments ef which shall 
have heen increased during such 
lerm, except such office as may be 
filled by the people. 


H. Springmeyer expects to de- 
rive a benefit from the scheme to 
build dams on the Carson river, 
and the same can be said of Wil- 
liams. He is interested in the 
mills on the Carson, and thereby 
expects te be benefited or have his 
employes benefited which in one 
and the same thing. It would 
look fully as well, to say the least, 
if they would tender their resigna- 
tion and not give rise to any ques- 
tiou tending their eligibility. 

Section 19 of the Act itself reads 
thus: 

Sxorion 19, It shall be unlawfnl 
for any State officer, or any member 
of the Board of Reclamation, to be in- 
terested, directly or indirectly, or to 
have any interest of profitin any man- 
ner, in any work of sonstructing any 
canal or other improvement for recla- 
mation under this Act.

Tun Nerth German Gazette has 
expressed the opinion that the 
British Government is not impli- 
cated by the outcome of the anti- 
Parnell conspiracy.

NeW DICTIONARY. 


Te Centaia all Eaeglish Werds for 
the Past 700 Years. 

The first volume of the Oxford dic- 
tionary has been published. The aim 
of the work is declared to be to fur- 
nish an adequate account of the mean- 
ing, origin and history of English 
words now in general use, or known 
to have been in use at any time during 
the last 700 years. It endeavors (1) 
to show, with regard to each individual 
word, when, how, in what shape and 
with what signification it became Eng- 
lish; what development of form and 
meaning it has since received; which 
of its uses have, in the course of time, 
become , and still survive; 
what new uses have since arisen, by 
what processes and when ; (2) te illus- 
trate these facts by a series ot quota- 
tions ranging from the first known 
occurrence to the latest, or down tothe 
present day, the word being thus made 
to exhibit its own history and meaning; 
and (8) to treat the etymology of each 
word strictly on the basis of historical 
fact, and in accordance with the meth- 
ods and results of philogical science.“ 
The first volume, which deals with 
the letters A and B only, contains 31,- 
254 words in 1,240 pages. In John- 
son’s dictionary A and B occupied 127 
pages.

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A Water-Power Invention. 
A Rusian engineer, M. Tayn, has 
invented a new means of utilizing a 
current of water.

trial Weakened by fil-treatment and ap- 
palled by his own superstitious imaginings, 
he often requires only a littie judicious ter- 
rorizing to elicit a full eonfession of his 
guilt. If he prove obdurate, witnesses are 
called. From these no oath or affirmation is 
demanded, the breaking of a saucer 
and other forms for administering an 
oath toa Chinaman laid down in English 
law-books being quite unknown in Chinese 
courts. Any hesitation or refusal to 
answer the magistrate’s questions—for he 
is judge, jury and crown prosecutor all in 
one, aud no counsel for the defense is al- 
lowed—is punished by slaps on the cheek or 
the application of the bamboo to the thighs, 
and similar penalties more severely admin- 
istered check the giving of false testimony. 
Should the prisoner, in face of strong evi- 
dence, persist in denying his guilt, various 
persuasive measures are resorted to, such 
as forcing him to kneel on chains, hang- 
ing him up by the thumbs or sus - 
ing him by the neck in a wooden frame so 
that his toes just touch the ground. All 
such tortures are illegal, but a confession 
has to be obtained somehow before sentence 
ean be passed, and cases are many and the 
time for settling them short. Seldom can 
the stoutest rogue, or, alas! innocent man, 
hold out against such treatment continued 
throughout the night, and renewed, if neces- 
sary, again and again. 

When two or more persons are equally 
suspected of theft or the like, the magis- 
trates often show great ingenuity in de- 
tecting thé guilty. In cross-examination 
they are peculiarly skillful in obtaining dam- 
aging admissions, their suave manner de- 
ceiving the accused as to the importance 
of the point they inquire about so careless- 
ly. Two instances of extra-judicial methods 
for ascertaining the culprit among many 
eq under suspicion deserve to be ro- 

for their cleverness. Some balls of 
opium taken from a piratical junk by a rev- 
enue cruiser myteriously disappeared while 
being transferred to the latter vessel.

marks, the wily commander having held 
the saucer over a lamp before commencing 
the experiment.

WEBSTER’S BLUE SUIT. 


The Famous Orator’s Love tor Indigo- 
Dyed Clothes Explained. 

Daniel Webster went to college in a home- 
spun suit, of which probably every thread 
was carded, spun and woven by bis mother’s 
hand from the wool of their own sheep, says 
Wide Awake. It was a dyed-in-the-wool 
suit, and the color was indigo blue, the old 
New England color. In the South it is butter- 
mut, but though our Yankee grandmothers 
and great-great-great-grandmothers knew 
ail about what: butternut bark would do, 
and the subtie power for slate color that lay 
in sumach berries and bark of white maple, 
and various dyes that root and flower, bark 
and leaf could be made to yield, through the 
agency of vitriol and copperas to “set” 
them fast, the universal stand-by was the 
blue pot—par excellence the ‘‘dye-pot’’—that 
stood in the chimney-corner of every kitchen 
worth naming.
